SCHOOL OF BUSINESS 
INTERNSHIP PROGRAM 


Students enrolled in Troy 
State University at Dothan's 
School of Business now have 
the opportunity to gain valu- 
able on-the-job experience 
while they are still in school 
through the TSUD School of 
Business internship program. 
TSUD juniors or seniors major- 


ing in accounting, marketing, 


management, economics, or 
computer science and who have 
earned 30 credit hours at the 
university are eligible to 
apply. All applicants must 
have a 1.75 grade point aver- 
age on a 3.0 scale and must 


provide three references. 
Once the student passes this 
screening process, he is 
assigned to a reputable local 
business. If the business 


decides to hire the student, 
that business is obligated to 
keep the student for three 
months and pay at least mini- 
mum wage. The student is 
expected to work a minimum of 
ten hours a week and is eligi- 
ble to take part in the pro- 
gram three times. The student 
may earn three credit hours as 
an intern. Throughout’ the 
internship period, the stu- 
dent, TSUD business faculty, 
and the company supervisor 
work together to ensure that 
the student is doing work that 
is relevant to his major. The 
student intern is also period- 
ically reviewed by both his 
faculty and company super- 
visors.
